. izens, whose functions should be not 


those of arbitrators, but to determine 
"whether or not the Pullman company 
has anything to arbitrate. 
• The committee as proposed was to 
consist of two citizens chosen by the 
Pullman company, two by the cironic 
coiirt; judges and one by these four. Mr. 
"Wickes stated at the outset that arbitra- 
tion vras impossible, but listened while 
Alderman 5lcGillen, chairman of tho 
committee, talked of the gravity of tho 
situation and urged that tho company 
take steps looking to aa amicable settle- 
ment of the strike. At the close of the 
interview, IVIr. "Wickes retired with his 
attorney and returning, after a brief 
consultation, declared that the company 
could not receive the proposed commit- 
tee. 


Alderman ilcG-illen again urged thafc 


tho company receive the committee, and 
intimated that a corporation which de- 
rived such benefit frum the government 
as tlio Pullman company should bo •will- 
ing to m;U:e spine concessions for the 
welfare of tho city and state. 


""We have nothing to arbitrate," Mr. 


Wickes replied. "We can aot receive 
such a committee." 


Last night's action of the city council, 


in respccc to President Cleveland's order 
bringing federal troops to Chicago, was 
forc-uUlod by a large number of en- 
dorsements of his action sent him by 
prominent business men of the city. 
The list of signatures included those of 
almost every conspicuous merchant, 
manufacturer and banker of Chicago. 


Touching the situation in general, ic 


may be said that in Chicago the roads 
were all doing better than on any previ- 
ous day since the strike began. Passen- 
ger trains were moving with more or 
less regularity, and some freight traffic 
has "been cared for. A large number of 
striking freight handlers of the Illinois 
Central returned to work and other 
roads noted accessions to their operative 
forces. 


At St. Louis, Kansas City and Den- 


ver, it, was reported that railroad busi- 
ness Lad about returned to normal con- 
ditions. Nashville also reported an im- 
provement. About the only points at 
which the strike managers showed any 
gain were in the partial walkout of fire- 
men at Fort Scott. Kaia., thefreighi 
men on the Kanawha and 3Iichigan ai 
Charleston, W. Va.t and the strike of 
the American BoQ-way union men on 
fehe Bi£ Four at Matron. It will thub 
be seen that at the leading railroad cen- 
ters, the sfcikers have made perceptible 
losses, while their gaina are at compara- 
tively unimporfcaat points.
